Lower  export  prices  are  boosting  U.S.  frozen  strawberry  shipments  this  season,  with  exports  forecast  at  30, 1 00 
metric  tons,  surpassing  the  previous  record  set  back  in  marketing  year  (MY)  1993/94.  (For  the  United  States, 
the  marketing  year  follows  a  calendar-year  basis,  beginning  in  January  of  the  second  year).  Based  on  data  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  exports  through  May  1 999  are  up  12  percent  compared  to  the  same  period 
last  season.  Promotion  efforts  under  the  Market  Access  Program  (MAP)  have  been  instrumental  in  expanding 
U.S.  frozen  strawberry  sales  overseas.  Last  season  (1997/98),  U.S.  frozen  strawberry  exports  totaled  27,013 
tons,  valued  at  more  than  $35  million.  Exports  to  Japan,  the  leading  foreign  customer  for  frozen  U.S. 
strawberries,  were  up  1 1  percent  in  1 997/98,  after  falling  8  percent  in  1 996/97.  Shipments  to  Canada  also  rose 
dramatically  in  1 997/98,  rising  56  percent  above  the  preceding  year.  Moreover,  U.S.  exports  to  Australia  have 
returned  to  the  levels  recorded  in  the  early  1990's. 
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Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  May  totaled  $868  million,  down  3  percent  from  the  same  month 
a  year  earlier.  Seven  out  of  the  1 5  categories  registered  increases.  Categories  with  the  most  significant  increases  in  May 
were  fresh  fruit,  non-citrus  (up  $22.3  or  25  percent)  and  fruit/vegetable  juices  (up  $21.4  million  or  37  percent).  The 
category  with  the  most  significant  decrease  was  fresh  citrus  (down  $25.4  million  or  38  percent).  For  FY  1999  to  date 
(October-May),  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $6.86  billion  -  1  percent  below  FY  1998  during  the 
same  period.

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Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity  Since  Last  Publication 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM- 102  program)  makes  available  financing  for  the 
sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide  financing,  but 
guarantees  payments  due  from  foreign  banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98  percent  of  the 
principal  and  a  portion  of  the  interest.  The  GSM- 102  program  covers  credit  terms  from  90  days 
to  3  years. 

Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the  qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment 
guarantee  before  the  date  of  export.  The  U.S.  exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar  amount 
guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of  rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit  periods.  The 
CCC-approved  foreign  bank  issues  a  dollar-denominated,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  favor  of 
the  U.S.  exporter,  ordinarily  advised  or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution  in  the  United  States 
agreeing  to  extend  credit  to  the  foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate  an  arrangement  to 
be  paid  as  exports  occur  by  assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the  right  to  proceeds  that  may 
become  payable  under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting  required  documents  to  that  financial 
institution.  Such  documents  normally  include  a  copy  of  the  export  report. 

If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as  agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a 
claim  with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due  and  covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the  U.S. 
bank  and  will  take  on  the  responsibility  of  collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the  foreign  bank.

The  SCGP  is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing  extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters 
to  foreign  buyers  and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a  promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the 
CCC-backed  payment  guarantee.  The  SCGP  emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added  products, 
but  may  include  commodities  or  products  that  also  have  been  programmed  under  the  GSM- 102 
program.

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World  Trade  Situation  and  Policy  Updates 

Horticultural  Products  Account  for  Two  Thirds  of  the  Beef  Hormone  Retaliation  Value 


On  July  19,  1999,  the  United  States  Trade  Representative  (USTR)  announced  the  final  list  of 
products  from  the  European  Union  (EU)  on  which  the  United  States  will  impose  100  percent  ad 
valorem  duties  in  response  to  the  EU’s  failure  to  comply  with  a  World  Trade  Organization 
(WTO)  finding  that  the  EU’s  import  ban  on  beef  produced  with  growth  hormones  is  inconsistent 
with  WTO  rules.  WTO  arbitrators  determined  that  the  EU  beef  ban  results  in  a  significant  loss  to 
U.S.  beef  exports  and  that  the  United  States  is  entitled  to  suspend  tariff  concessions  covering 
imports  from  the  EU  in  the  amount  of  $1 16.8  million.  A  notice  announcing  the  imposition  of  the 
100-percent  duty  on  the  products  listed  below  will  be  published  in  the  Federal  Register.  The 
imposition  of  duties  will  be  effective  with  respect  to  goods  entered  or  withdrawn  from 
warehouses,  on  or  after  July  29,  1999.

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U.S.  and  New  Zealand  kiwifruit  industries  settle  dumping  issue,  pledge  joint  U.S.  market 
promotions.  On  July  21  ,1999  the  California  Kiwifruit  Commission  (CKC)  and  Kiwifruit  New 
Zealand  (KNZ)  announced  an  agreement  to  cooperate  on  efforts  to  revoke  the  eight-year-old 
antidumping-duty  order  against  New  Zealand  kiwifruit.  In  addition,  the  two  grower 
organizations  agreed  to  pool  funds  to  conduct  generic  market  promotion  efforts  designed  to  build 
a  better,  year-round  kiwifruit  market  in  the  United  States.  Under  the  agreement,  KNZ  will 
contribute  $150,000  over  three  years  for  joint  promotional  activities  to  run  in  the  fall  months. 

The  CKC  will  lead  the  new  campaign,  which  will  stand  apart  from  both  industries  existing 
promotional  programs.  New  Zealand  supplies  the  U.S.  market  during  the  spring  and  summer 
while  U.S.  producers  market  during  the  fall  and  winter.  The  1998  U.S.  kiwifruit  crop  was  valued 
at  over  $24  million  and  imports  from  new  Zealand  totaled  over  $1 1  million. 

ITC  rules  affirmatively  on  injury  in  Chinese  apple  juice  dumping  case.  On  July  22,  the  U.S. 
International  Trade  Commission  (ITC)  issued  a  preliminary  affirmative  finding  (by  a  vote  of  5  to 
0)  that  imports  of  concentrated  apple  juice  (CAJ)  from  China  are  causing  injury  or  threat  of 
injury  to  the  U.S.  industry.  This  decision  clears  the  way  for  the  Department  of  Commerce  to 
continue  with  its  determination  of  a  preliminary  dumping  margin,  an  action  that  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  November  15.  Should  the  Department  of  Commerce  make  an  affirmative  dumping 
determination,  the  case  would  go  back  to  ITC  for  a  final  ruling  on  injury.  The  industry  is 
requesting  in  its  petition  the  imposition  of  a  91 -percent  antidumping-duty  on  the  Chinese 
product,  based  on  charges  that  China  is  selling  CAJ  in  the  United  States  at  prices  9 1  percent 
below  its  cost  of  production.  In  recent  years,  China  has  become  a  major  world  apple  juice 
producer  and  a  significant  supplier  to  the  U.S.  market.  According  to  Census  Bureau  data,  China 
supplied  almost  20  percent  of  total  U.S.  CAJ  imports  in  1998,  compared  to  1  percent  in  1995. 
CAJ  imports  from  China  during  the  period  January-May  1999  were  100  percent  above  shipments 
for  the  same  period  in  the  preceding  year,  accounting  for  23  percent  of  total  imports. 

Association  of  Coffee  Producing  Countries  Sets  Unprecedented  2-Year  Export  Target:  On 

July  7,  the  Association  of  Coffee  Producing  Countries  (ACPC)  announced  July-June  export 
targets  for  its  producing-member  countries  totaling  50  million  60-kilogram  bags  annually  for 
1 999/00  and  2000/01 .  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  ACPC  announced  a  plan  covering  two  years; 
prior  plans  covered  only  one.  The  1998/99  export  target  total  was  52.13  million  bags.  Brazil’s 
target,  the  world’s  largest  coffee  producer,  has  been  set  at  15.0  million  bags  for  1999/00  and  17.0 
million  bags  for  2000/01.  Brazil  actions  during  1998/99  angered  other  coffee-producing 
countries  when  it  exported  a  reported  2 1  million  bags  when  its  export  target  had  been  set  at  1 5 
million  bags.  The  ACPC  has  set  Brazil’s  2000/01  target  2  million  bags  higher  than  the  1999/00 
target  because  of  reports  that  Brazil’s  2000/01  crop  may  be  a  record.  Other  countries  export 
targets  for  1999/00  and  2000/01  are  in  1,000  bags:  Colombia,  10,346  and  9,754;  Indonesia,  5,683 
and  5,358;  Central  America,  6,994  and  6,595;  Venezuela,  321  and  302;  Africa,  1 1,657  and 
10,991. 
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First  shipment  of  U.S.  apples  arrives  in  India:  According  to  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Counselor  in 
New  Delhi  the  first  2  container  shipments  of  U.S.  apples  arrived  on  July  1  in  Mumbai  (Bombay), 
with  approximately  10  more  scheduled  to  arrive  in  the  near  future.  This  development  follows 
India’s  import  policy  liberalization  of  April  1,  1999,  which  provided  market  access  to  apples  and 
a  number  of  other  previously  banned  agricultural  products.  Moreover,  this  year's  anticipated 
reduced  domestic  crop  may  provide  a  good  opportunity  for  U.S.  apples  to  become  established  in 
the  market,  particularly  during  India’s  off-season  (March- July).  However,  high  tariffs  and  the 
absence  of  an  efficient  distribution  system  could  hamper  initial  market  penetration  efforts. 
Nevertheless,  the  Indian  market  shows  significant  potential  as  a  market  for  U.S.  apples,  with  an 
estimated  200  million  consumers  prepared  to  pay  a  higher  price  for  apples  during  the  off-season 
and  an  estimated  10  to  20  million  consumers  prepared  to  pay  a  premium  for  high-quality  apples. 
It  is  expected  that  U.S.  suppliers  will  face  competition  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand  in 
meeting  India’s  demand  for  imported  apples. 

California  stone  fruit  now  permitted  into  British  Columbia  without  fumigation.  On  June 
30,  1999,  APHIS  and  the  Canadian  Food  Inspection  Agency  reached  an  agreement  on  a  pilot 
systems  approach  control  program  for  oriental  fruit  moth  (OFM)  that  will  permit  California  stone 
fruit  (peaches,  nectarines  and  apricots)  to  enter  British  Columbia  without  fumigation.  In  the  past, 
fumigation  with  methyl  bromide  was  mandatory.  Eliminating  the  treatment  requirement 
represents  an  important  development,  as  fumigation  tends  to  degrade  the  quality  of  the  fruit,  and 
shorten  shelf-life.  California  is  the  leading  producer  of  stone  fruit  in  the  United  States, 
accounting  for  a  large  percentage  of  total  U.S.  exports.  Under  the  systems  approach,  a  series  of 
pest  mitigation  measures  are  combined  to  reduce  the  OFM  risk  to  an  acceptable  level.  Canada  is 
the  largest  market  for  U.S.  stone  fruit  exports,  with  1998  shipments  totaling  71,758  tons  ($60 
million).  Moreover,  about  half  the  volume  of  total  U.S.  peach  and  nectarine  exports  go  to 
Canada  annually. 

Fruit  trade  reports  continued  problems  with  Venezuela’s  phytosanitary  import  permits. 

Despite  reports  last  month  that  Venezuela’s  APHIS  equivalent,  SASA,  had  resumed  issuing 
phytosanitary  import  permits  for  U.S.  fresh  produce,  trade  sources  representing  stone  fruit  and 
tomato  interests  are  reporting  that  imports  continue  to  be  hampered  by  difficulties  associated 
with  obtaining  the  needed  permits.  The  U.S.  Agricultural  Attache  in  Caracas  is  following-up  on 
the  problem.  U.S.  exports  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  Venezuela  in  CY1998  were  valued  at 
$16.5  million,  with  apples,  grapes,  and  pears  accounting  for  a  large  percentage  of  the  total. 
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Organic  Updates 


Organics  in  Mexico 

According  to  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Counselor’s  office  in  Mexico  City,  Banamex,  a  large 
Mexican  bank,  reported  that  organic  agricultural  production  in  Mexico  has  reached  50,000 
hectares  (124,000  acres).  Of  this  area,  30,000  hectares  (74,100  acres)  are  in  coffee,  while  the  rest 
are  dedicated  to  apples,  beans,  vanilla  and  a  wide  array  of  other  products  that  sell  for  premium 
prices  in  export  markets.  Although  total  acreage  dedicated  to  organic  farming  in  Mexico  is 
relatively  small,  demand  for  these  products  in  developed  countries  is  growing.  The  report 
emphasized  that  Mexico  should  plan  to  further  develop  its  organic  agriculture  to  capture  the 
benefits  of  this  growth  sector.  The  report  also  highlighted  the  need  for  research  and  extension 
services  for  organic  farmers,  and  the  need  for  government  aid  and  financial  incentives  for 
farmers  interested  in  organic  farming. 

Agricultural  business  experts  from  Banamex  said  that  those  who  are  involved  in  organic  farming 
and  who  sell  to  foreign  markets  are  in  a  very  attractive  financial  niche.  They  foresee  that  in  the 
long  run,  countries  will  arrive  at  a  consensus  to  accept  certification  agencies  and  criteria  that  will 
harmonize  quality  and  production  standards  on  a  world-wide  scale. 

Organic  Kiwifruit  in  New  Zealand 

Production  of  certified  organic  kiwifruit  in  New  Zealand  has  grown  rapidly  through  the  1990's, 
and  now  constitutes  less  than  2  percent  of  the  total  crop.  During  the  1 998  season,  959,000  trays 
(1  tray  =  3.6  kg  or  7.9  lbs.)  of  Class  I  organic  kiwifruit,  40,000  trays  of  Class  II  organic  kiwifruit, 
and  767,000  trays  of  transitional  fruit  were  sold.  (The  main  difference  between  Class  I  and  Class 
II  is  cosmetic.) 

The  organic  premium  was  42  percent  for  Class  I  organic  fruit  which  averaged  NZ$9.20 
(US$4.88)  per  tray  compared  to  NZ$6.48  ($US3.43)  per  tray  for  conventional/KiwiGreen  Class  I 
fruit.  (Most  New  Zealand  kiwifruit  is  grown  under  the  “KiwiGreen”  orchard  management 
system  which  involves  close  monitoring  of  pests  and  application  of  chemical  controls  only  when 
needed  instead  of  by  the  calendar.)  Historical  data  for  the  1990s  indicate  the  organic  premium 
has  ranged  from  27  percent  to  89  percent  over  the  period  (see  table).

Kiwifruit  is  not  a  particularly  difficult  crop  to  grow  organically,  given  its  tough  skin  and  natural 
resistance  to  many  pathogens.  Organic  kiwifruit  production  costs  average  10  to  20  percent  above 
those  for  conventional  production.  Organic  orchardists  often  buy  fertilizer  from  certified 
fertilizer  producers  rather  than  making  their  own  or  to  supplement  their  own  production,  and  they 
apply  it  at  1 .5  to  2  times  the  rate  of  conventional  fertilizers.  Savings  gained  from  eliminating 
chemical  inputs  are  offset  by  purchases  of  Bt  and  mineral  oil  sprays  which  are  accepted  organic 
pest  control  substances.

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Strawberry  Trade  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


Improved  weather  and  strong  international  demand  boost  selected  countries 
fresh  strawberry  exports  in  1998/99  by  nearly  10  percent,  to  400,146  tons.  With 
the  exception  of  Italy,  the  remaining  selected  countries  registered  increases.  U.S. 
fresh  strawberry  exports  in  1998/99  are  expected  to  grow  by  7  percent  from  the 
previous  season  to  53,000  tons.  Canada,  Japan,  Mexico  and  the  United 
Kingdom  were  the  most  important  markets  for  U.S.  exports  of  fresh 
strawberries  during  this  period.  Selected  country  frozen  strawberry  exports  for 
1998/99  are  estimated  to  rise  by  13  percent.  U.S.  exports  of  frozen  strawberries 
for  this  period  are  forecast  at  a  record  30,100  tons,  up  11  percent  from  the  year 
earlier.  Key  markets  included  Japan,  Canada  and  Australia. 


Canada-Fresh  Strawberries 

Strawberry  production  in  1998/99  (harvest  March- August  1999)  is  forecast  at  30,000  tons,  up  10 
percent  from  the  revised  1997/98  harvest.  This  brings  production  back  to  a  more-normal  level 
after  3  years  of  poor  crops  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions.  Ontario  and  Quebec  provinces 
account  for  approximately  70  percent  of  total  production. 

Canada  imports  almost  all  of  its  fresh  strawberries  from  the  United  States.  Total  imports  in 
1998/99  are  forecast  at  38,500  tons,  unchanged  from  the  revised  1997/98  imports.  Demand  for 
fresh  strawberries  appears  to  have  been  adversely  impacted  by  the  declining  purchasing  power  of 
the  Canadian  dollar. 

Under  NAFTA,  fresh  strawberries  from  the  United  States  and  Mexico  enter  Canada  duty  free. 
The  Canada/Chile  Free  Trade  Agreement  provides  free  access  for  fresh  strawberries  from  Chile. 
Canada  chose  not  to  apply  seasonal  tariffs  on  fresh  strawberries  from  any  origin  in  1998. 

Canada-Frozen  Strawberries 

Production  of  frozen  strawberries  in  1998/99  is  estimated  at  2,100  tons,  an  increase  of  5  percent 
above  the  previous  year.  In  Canada,  the  utilization  of  strawberries  for  processing  have  remained 
steady  following  a  decline  of  36  percent  from  1995/96  to  1996/97.  The  30-percent  decline  in 
frozen  strawberry  production  since  1 995/96  has  been  more  than  offset  by  a  44-percent  increase  in 
imports  of  frozen  strawberries,  mostly  from  the  United  States.  Imports  of  frozen  strawberries  are 
projected  at  15,000  tons  in  1998/99,  up  6  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Canada’s  imports  of 
frozen  strawberries  in  1998/99  from  the  United  States  reached  8,570  tons,  up  57  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  This  increase  reflects  rising  demand  among  Canada’s  Foodservice  and 
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manufacturing  industry,  declining  production  and  a  decline  in  imports  from  Mexico,  Canada’s 
second  largest  supplier  of  frozen  strawberries. 

Under  NAFTA,  all  import  duties  on  frozen  strawberries  from  the  United  States  were  reduced  to 
zero.  Frozen  strawberries  from  Mexico  and  Chile  have  a  import  duty  of  2.6  Canadian  cents/kg 
and  3.5  Canadian  cents/kg,  respectively.  Tariffs  on  frozen  strawberries  from  Mexico  and  Chile 
will  be  phased  out  by  2002. 

Mexico-Fresh  Strawberries 

Strawberry  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  1 10,000  tons,  up  29  percent  from  the  revised 
1997/98  harvest.  The  increase  in  strawberry  production  is  due  to  an  expected  normalization  in 
weather  conditions  following  2  years  of  adverse  weather. 

Over  90  percent  of  the  strawberries  produced  in  Mexico  are  grown  in  the  states  of  Michoacan, 
Guanajuato  and  Baja  California.  The  harvest  season  for  Michoacan  and  Guanajuato  is 
November- June,  with  peak  harvest  for  Michoacan  from  November  to  February,  and  a  peak 
harvest  for  Guanajuato  from  February  to  April.  The  harvest  season  for  Baja  California  is 
January-June,  with  the  peak  harvest  in  March-April. 

Mexico’s  fresh  strawberry  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  30,000  tons,  up  9  percent  from  the 
revised  1997/98  level,  due  mainly  to  stronger  international  demand  for  fresh  strawberries.  The 
United  States  continues  to  be  Mexico’s  major  export  market  for  fresh  strawberries. 

Imports  of  strawberries  are  forecast  at  4,000  tons  for  marketing  year  1998/99  and  are  not 
expected  to  increase  over  the  previous  year,  due  to  weak  consumer  purchasing  power  and  the 
devalued  Mexican  peso.  Imported  strawberries  are  almost  exclusively  from  the  United  States. 

Mexico— Frozen  Strawberries 

Mexico’s  frozen  strawberry  production  for  marketing  year  1998/99  is  forecast  at  48,000  tons,  up 
33  percent  from  the  previous  year,  due  to  improved  weather  conditions  during  the  winter  of 
1998/99.  This  will  bring  production  back  to  more  normal  levels  after  El  Nino-induced  frosts 
damaged  the  1997/98  strawberry  crop. 

Frozen  strawberry  exports  for  MY  1998/99  are  forecast  at  37,500  tons,  21  percent  higher  than  the 
previous  year,  due  mostly  to  good  international  prices  and  improved  quality.  Frozen  strawberry 
imports  for  MY  1998/99  are  forecast  at  200  tons,  less  than  one  half  the  previous  year’s  level  due 
to  increased  domestic  production  and  weak  consumer  purchasing  power.  There  are  no 
promotional  campaigns  for  frozen  strawberries  in  Mexico. 

Under  NAFTA,  the  1998  import  tariff  on  frozen  strawberries  from  NAFTA  members  is  5.6 
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percent.  Imports  from  non-NAFTA  countries  are  charged  a  20-percent  duty.  There  are  currently 
no  import  licensing  requirements  for  frozen  strawberries.  The  tariff  classification  is  08.1 1.10.01. 


Poland— Fresh  Strawberries 

Strawberry  production  in  1998/99  (primary  harvest  is  May  through  July  1999)  is  estimated  at 
175,000  tons,  up  17  percent  from  1997/98  and  could  reach  200,000  tons  by  2000.  This  increase 
is  primarily  due  to  a  9-percent  increase  in  the  area  under  strawberry  cultivation. 

Exports  of  strawberries  from  Poland  in  1998/99  are  estimated  at  17,000  tons,  up  1 1  percent  from 
the  previous  season.  The  European  Union,  particularly  Germany  and  Austria,  account  for  almost 
all  of  Poland’s  fresh  strawberry  exports. 

During  the  off  season,  limited  quantities  of  fresh  strawberries  are  imported  by  air  from  Spain  and 
Italy.  Prices  as  high  as  two  or  three  times  that  of  Polish  strawberries  during  harvest  season,  limit 
the  sales  potential  of  imported  strawberries. 

Poland— Frozen  Strawberries 

On  average,  60  to  70  percent  of  strawberry  production  is  utilized  by  the  processing  industry 
annually.  In  1998/99,  processing  utilization  is  forecast  at  1 15,000  tons,  up  21  percent  from  last 
year.  Decreased  production  of  fresh  strawberries  during  1997/98  resulted  in  a  subsequent  8- 
percent  decrease  in  fruit  processing.  In  addition,  during  the  1 997/98  season,  some  of  the  fresh 
product  delivered  to  processors  was  unsuitable  for  freezing  due  to  high  moisture  content  caused 
by  rains  at  the  end  of  June. 

Exports  of  frozen  strawberries  are  forecast  to  grow  14  percent  to  91,000  tons  in  1998/99.  Poland 
continues  to  be  the  major  supplier  of  frozen  strawberries  to  the  EU.  Important  markets  include, 
the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Austria,  the  United  Kingdom,  Denmark  and  France. 

Japan— Fresh  Strawberries 

Production  of  fresh  strawberries  in  1998/99  is  estimated  at  198,000  tons,  unchanged  from  the 
revised  1997/98  level.  Almost  all  of  Japan’s  strawberries  are  produced  in  hot  houses,  with 
production  from  November  through  June.  Peak  harvesting  occurs  from  January  through  April. 

Imports  of  fresh  strawberries  for  1998/99  are  estimated  at  5,  000  tons,  which  account  for  only  3 
percent  of  total  domestic  consumption.  The  United  States  is  the  largest  supplier  of  fresh 
strawberries  to  the  Japanese  market,  with  a  94-percent  market  share.  However  in  1997/98, 
imports  from  the  Republic  of  Korea  and  New  Zealand  increased  by  1 1 0  percent  and  46  percent, 
respectively,  above  the  previous  year. 
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The  current  import  duty  on  fresh  strawberries  for  HS  code  0810.10.000  is  7.3  percent,  CIF  basis. 

Japan-Frozen  Strawberries 

Japan’s  production  of  frozen  strawberries  is  very  small,  accounting  for  roughly  2  percent  of  total 
frozen  strawberry  consumption.  Japan  does  not  grow  strawberry  varieties  for  processing,  rather 
off-grade  fresh  strawberries  are  destined  for  the  processing  sector. 

Frozen  strawberry  consumption  declined  approximately  10  percent  in  1997/98  due  to 
diversification  by  Japanese  food  processors  toward  other  berry  items.  The  majority  of  frozen 
strawberries  are  purchased  by  food  processors  in  Japan,  with  little  distribution  in  retail  packs. 
Nearly  80  percent  of  frozen  strawberries  are  consumed  for  production  of  strawberry  jams. 

The  import  duty  on  frozen  strawberries  with  added  sugar  (HS  code:  081 1.10.100)  is  1 1.7  percent, 
CIF  basis;  while  the  tariff  for  frozen  strawberries  without  added  sugar  (HS  code:  081 1 .10.200)  is 
14.7  percent,  CIF  basis. 

The  California  Strawberry  Commission  has  been  promoting  frozen  strawberries  in  the  food 
service  sector  (including  hotels,  restaurants,  bars  and  snack  bars),  and  particularly,  in  Japan’s  fast 
growing  fast  food  chains  and  family  restaurant  chains. 

Spain— Fresh  Strawberries 

Strawberry  production  is  expected  to  continue  growing  in  1998/99  (harvested  mainly  February 
to  July  1999),  reaching  a  record  340,000  tons,  7  percent  above  the  earlier  season.  The  growth  in 
production  in  1998/99  reflected  the  good  growing  conditions  that  prevailed  during  March-June 
1998  in  Spain’s  main  strawberry-producing  region  as  well  as  an  increase  in  production  area. 

Exports  of  fresh  strawberries  are  anticipated  to  grow  by  13  percent  in  1998/99,  reaching  250,000 
tons,  as  a  result  of  improved  crop  quality  and  strong  international  demand.  Spain  is  the  world’s 
largest  exporter  of  fresh  strawberries.  The  bulk  of  Spain’s  strawberry  exports  go  to  traditional 
markets  in  the  EU,  mainly,  Germany,  France  and  Italy.  Fresh  strawberries  are  also  exported  to 
Switzerland.  Spain’s  strawberry  imports  are  insignificant,  and  few  opportunities  exist  for  U.S. 
fresh  strawberry  exporters. 

Spain— Frozen  Strawberries 

Spain’s  strawberry  production  is  mostly  geared  towards  the  fresh  and  export  markets,  rather  than 
for  processing.  Frozen  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  38,000  tons,  down  10  percent  from 
1997/98  due  to  an  increase  in  international  demand  for  fresh  strawberries. 

Consumption  of  frozen  strawberries  is  expected  to  decline  by  45  percent  in  1998/99,  to  1 1,000 
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tons  as  a  result  of  the  strong  demand  for  fresh  strawberries  in  export  markets.  Most  of  the  frozen 
strawberries  produced  in  Spain  are  exported  or  used  by  the  baking  or  confectionary  industry. 

Frozen  strawberry  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  30,000  tons,  up  1 1  percent  from  the 
previous  year  due  mostly  to  higher  international  demand.  The  bulk  of  Spanish  frozen  strawberry 
exports  take  place  during  the  months  of  May  through  July,  with  smaller  amounts  exported  until 
the  Fall.  The  destination  of  most  of  these  exports  were  other  EU  countries. 

Italy 

Strawberry  production  in  1998/99  is  estimated  at  125,000  tons,  down  4  percent  from  1997/98. 
Production  has  been  declining  since  1990,  mainly  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  labor  costs  and 
adverse  weather  conditions  which  have  decreased  average  yields.  In  the  Emilia  Romagna  region, 
where  average  yields  are  much  lower  than  in  the  south,  many  farmers  are  switching  to  more 
profitable  crops. 

In  1998/99,  exports  of  fresh  strawberries  are  estimated  at  50,000  tons,  down  4  percent  from  the 
previous  year,  due  to  strong  competition  from  Spain  in  the  major  European  markets.  The  most 
important  markets  for  Italian  strawberries  is  Germany,  which  imported  almost  two  thirds  of  the 
total  Italian  fresh  exports,  followed  by  Austria,  Switzerland,  and  other  northern  European 
countries. 

Imports,  mainly  from  Spain,  rose  further  in  1998/99  to  18,000  tons,  after  the  significant  drop  in 
1995/96,  as  a  result  of  the  delayed  harvest  in  the  south  of  the  early  producing  varieties.  Market 
opportunities  for  U.S.  strawberries  continue  to  be  negligible,  hampered  by  strong  competition 
from  Spain  during  Italy’s  off  season.  Italian  trade  in  frozen  strawberries  remains  marginal. 

Chile 

Strawberry  production  in  1998/99  (harvested  October  1998  through  May  1999)  is  forecast  at 
15,900  tons,  up  16  percent  from  the  previous  year.  The  use  of  improved  technology,  good 
weather  and  a  small  increase  in  planting  area  are  the  major  factors  behind  the  increase  in 
production. 

Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  strawberries  are  expected  to  increase  significantly  in  1 998/99, 
reflecting  the  substantial  increase  in  the  quality  of  this  year’s  production.  Chilean  mainly  exports 
strawberries  to  neighboring  Latin  American  countries,  although  Chile  also  exports  frozen 
strawberries  to  Japan  and  the  European  Union.  Export  prospects  to  the  United  States  generally 
depend  upon  the  outlook  for  Mexican  production. 

Although  exports  are  important  for  strawberry  producers,  Chile’s  output  is  mostly  destined  for 
the  domestic  market.  Over  50  percent  of  total  strawberry  production  is  consumed  fresh. 
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United  States 


Strawberry  production  in  the  United  States  in  1998/99  is  estimated  785,000  tons,  up  3  percent 
from  1997/98,  due  mainly  to  favorable  weather  conditions,  good  yields,  and  better  quality 
berries.  According  to  the  California  Strawberry  Commission,  planted  acreage  will  be  slightly 
higher  in  1998/99  in  California  (harvested  February  through  December  1999),  where  strawberry 
production  averages  83  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  crop. 

Approximately  220,000  tons  of  strawberries  are  expected  to  be  processed  in  1998/99,  down  7 
percent  from  the  previous  year.  Production  utilized  for  the  fresh  market  increased  3  percent  from 
the  previous  year. 

Exports  of  fresh  strawberries  are  expected  to  increase  in  1998/99  by  7  percent  to  53,000  tons. 

The  value  of  U.S.  fresh  strawberry  exports  from  January  to  May  1999  is  $43  million,  22  percent 
higher  than  the  same  period  in  1998.  Fresh  strawberry  exports  in  calendar  year  1998  were  valued 
at  $91.6  million,  down  5  percent  from  the  previous  year.  U.S.  exports  in  1997/98  of  fresh 
strawberries  to  Canada,  fell  8  percent  in  volume,  although  the  value  remained  steady  at  $57 
million.  Exports  to  Mexico,  the  third  largest  export  market  for  U.S.  fresh  strawberries,  rose  by 
1 1 3  percent  to  3,5 1 8  tons  in  1 997/98. 

Improved  weather  conditions  and  good  quality  berries  boosted  U.S.  exports  of  frozen 
strawberries  in  1997/98  and  1998/99.  In  1998/99  total  exports  of  frozen  strawberries  are  forecast 
at  30,100  tons,  up  1 1  percent  from  the  previous  season.  Exports  of  frozen  strawberries  grew  by 
26  percent  in  1997/98  to  27,013  tons.  Exports  to  the  three  largest  markets  for  U.S.  frozen 
strawberries,  Japan,  Canada,  and  Australia,  rose  dramatically  in  1997/98.  Exports  to  Japan 
gained  ground  after  the  8-percent  decrease  in  1996/97,  to  rise  by  1 1  percent  in  1997/98.  Exports 
to  Canada  rose  dramatically  with  a  56-percent  growth.  And  U.S.  exports  to  Australia  have 
returned  to  the  levels  recorded  in  the  early  1 990's. 

The  California  Strawberry  Commission  (CSC)  has  participated  in  the  Market  Access  Program 
(MAP)  since  1990.  This  program  has  been  instrumental  in  expanding  markets  in  Japan,  Mexico, 
Canada,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  In  Japan,  for  example,  frozen  strawberries  are  traditionally 
sold  to  jam,  ice  cream,  and  yogurt  manufacturers,  but  the  CSC  has  also  encouraged  the  use  of 
U.S.  frozen  strawberries  in  restaurants,  bars,  coffee  shops,  and  other  food  service  sectors,  with 
the  introduction  of  new  beverage  and  dessert  products.  In  all  overseas  markets,  retail  promotions 
for  fresh  strawberries  focus  on  the  availability  of  California  strawberries  during  the  off  seasons 
of  Japan’s,  Mexico’s,  Canada’s,  and  U.K.’s  strawberry  production.  Promotional  activities  for 
fresh  California  strawberries  include  in-store  sampling  and  promotions  and  point  of  sale 
materials  to  educate  consumers  of  the  quality  and  healthfulness  of  fresh  strawberries.

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Raisin  Situation  and  Outlook  in  Selected  Countries 


Unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  several  selected  countries  lowers  raisin 
production  and  exports  in  1998/99  by  15  and  4  percent,  respectively.  U.S. 
exports  are  forecast  at  114,000  tons,  down  5  percent,  due  to  reduced  output. 
Exports  to  Japan,  the  largest  U.S.  market,  are  expected  to  reach  a  record  level  of 
more  than  27,000  tons.  Other  important  markets  include  the  United  Kingdom, 
Canada,  Germany,  Sweden  and  Denmark. 


Southern  Hemisphere  Countries 
Australia 

Production  of  raisins  in  marketing  year  1 998/99  (harvest  begins  in  March  1 999)  is  forecast  to 
decline  by  39  percent  to  23,500  tons.  The  smaller  harvest  reflects  a  sharp  decrease  in  yields  due 
to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  and  a  continued  reduction  in  the  area  under  vine.  Hot  and  dry 
conditions  in  early  January  and  mid-February,  combined  with  heavy  rain  and  high  humidity  in 
February,  caused  widespread  damage  to  grapes.  As  a  result,  poor  fruit  quality  is  expected  due  to 
mold,  bunch  rot  and  rain  damage. 

Exports  of  sultanas  fell  34  percent  to  9,600  tons  in  1998/99  due  to  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  stock 
levels  that  year.  Major  export  markets  for  raisins/sultanas  include  Canada,  Germany,  the  United 
Kingdom,  New  Zealand  and  Japan. 

Imports  of  sultanas  in  1998/99  totaled  12,000  tons,  up  5  percent  from  the  year  before.  The 
increase  in  imports  appears  to  result  from  the  low  price  of  Turkish  and  Iranian  sultanas,  and  the 
reduction  in  Australia’s  production.  In  calendar  year  1998,  Turkey  supplied  65  percent  of 
Australia’s  sultana  imports,  followed  by  15  percent  from  Iran,  and  13  percent  from  the  United 
States. 

The  tariff  rates  for  dried  grapes  is  currently  5  percent.  However,  the  tariff  rate  is  free  for  Less 
Developed  Countries  (LDC’s)  as  of  July  1,  1996. 

Chile 

Raisin  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  27,500  tons,  a  slight  decline  from  the  revised  1997/98 
crop.  Production  for  the  1998  harvest  was  revised  upwards  as  a  result  of  more  grapes  being  dried 
for  raisins  than  previously  expected. 
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Exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  24,5000  tons,  down  9  percent  from  1997/98,  due  mainly  to 
increased  competition  for  table  grapes.  Over  90  percent  of  Chile’s  raisin  production  is  exported, 
with  approximately  70  percent  destined  for  Latin  American  markets.  Most  Chilean  exporters 
have  a  policy  of  maintaining  stock  levels  close  to  zero. 

Domestic  consumption  is  forecast  to  decline  in  1998/99  based  on  the  smaller  expected  harvest. 

In  general,  raisin  consumption  in  Chile  is  usually  small,  and  generally  consumed  in  finished 
products  such  as  cakes,  cookies,  ice  cream  or  meat  pies.  Non-industrial  usage  and  snack 
consumption  of  raisins  are  both  very  limited. 

The  import  tariff  for  raisins  is  10  percent.  In  addition,  an  18-percent  value-added  tax  is  charged 
on  all  consumer  items,  both  domestic  and  imported. 

South  Africa 

Raisin  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  37,000  tons,  up  46  percent  from  1997/98,  due  mostly 
to  improved  weather  conditions.  Traditionally,  about  75  percent  of  South  Africa’s  total 
production  is  exported. 

South  Africa’s  raisins/sultanas  exports  in  1998/99  are  estimated  to  decline  from  the  previous  year 
by  13  percent  to  27,000  tons,  due  mainly  to  a  lack  of  existing  stocks  to  draw  upon. 

In  1 997,  South  Africa  enacted  the  new  Agricultural  Products  Marketing  Act.  This  act  changed 
agricultural  marketing  from  a  controlled  system  to  a  free-market  system,  which  is  expected  to 
allow  more  individuals  and  institutions  to  participate  in  the  industry.  Since  the  beginning  of 
1998,  the  industry  has  been  operating  in  a  completely  free  environment  with  additional 
processors  and  exporters  joining  the  traditional  outlet,  the  South  African  Dried  Fruit  Coop. 

Northern  Hemisphere  Countries 

Turkey 

The  1998/99  production  forecast  remains  unchanged  at  250,00  tons,  a  4-percent  increase  from 
1997/98.  Production  has  increased  by  25  percent  since  1996/97,  partially  as  a  result  of  a  12- 
percent  increase  in  the  area  devoted  to  raisin  production. 

The  forecast  for  raisin  exports  in  1998/99  was  revised  downwards  by  3  percent  from  the  previous 
estimate  to  195,000  tons,  based  on  export  data  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1998/99.  From 
September  1998  to  July  1999,  Turkey  exported  approximately  167,000  tons  of  raisins,  compared 
to  168,000  tons  exported  during  the  same  period  in  1997/98.  The  United  Kingdom,  Germany, 
and  the  Netherlands  remain  Turkey’s  major  export  markets  for  raisins. 
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TARIS  completed  its  MY  1999  (September  1998-August  1999)  procurement  with  about  75,000 
tons  of  raisins.  TEKEL  purchased  15,000  tons  from  TARIS’s  MY  1998  stocks  and  may  sign  a 
protocol  to  purchase  another  10,000  tons  to  15,000  tons  from  the  MY  1999  crop.  Consumption 
estimates  for  1998/99  were  raised  accordingly. 

Greece 

Raisin  production  in  1998/99  (harvest  begins  August  1998)  has  been  revised  downward  from  an 
earlier  projection  of  42,000  tons  to  31,000  tons.  The  revised  1998/99  production  estimate  reflects 
an  1 1 -percent  decrease  from  the  previous  year. 

Exports  in  1998/99  are  estimated  to  reach  26,000  tons,  down  21  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
Approximately,  83  percent  of  Greek  sultana  production  is  expected  to  be  exported  in  1998/99. 
Greece’s  major  export  markets  include  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  the  Netherlands 
and  Italy. 

United  States 

Raisin  production  in  1998/99  (August  1998  to  July  1999)  is  estimated  at  251,290  tons,  down  35 
percent  from  the  previous  season  as  a  result  of  unfavorable  weather.  California  produces  about 
90  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  grape  production,  of  which  approximately  40  percent  is  dried  for 
raisin  production. 

The  United  States  is  a  net  exporter  of  raisins.  In  1998/99,  exports  are  estimated  to  reach  1 14,000 
tons,  down  5  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Exports  to  the  largest  and  third-largest  market, 
Japan  and  Canada,  rose  30  and  4  percent,  respectively,  for  the  first  10  months  of  the  1998/99 
marketing  year.  Exports  during  this  period  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  second  largest  market  for 
U.S.  raisin  exports,  fell  1 1  percent.  Imports  doubled  in  1998/99  to  22,500  tons,  as  a  result  of 
smaller  raisin  production  and  strong  domestic  demand.  In  1998/99,  the  United  States  imported 
raisins  primarily  from  Mexico,  Turkey,  Afghanistan  and  Chile. 

For  the  1999/00  marketing  year  (August  1999- July  2000),  the  Raisin  Administrative  Committee 
(RAC)  has  received  $2.08  million  to  market  California  raisins  under  the  Market  Access  Program 
(MAP).  MAP  funding  is  currently  being  used  to  market  raisins  in  China,  Hong  Kong,  Japan, 
Malaysia,  Philippines,  Scandinavia  (Denmark,  Finland,  Norway,  and  Sweden),  Singapore, 
Taiwan,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  RAC’s  primary  objectives  are  to  increase  consumer  and  trade  awareness  of  the  quality  of 
California  raisins,  and  to  show  the  product’s  versatility  in  baking  and  other  recipe  uses.  The  bulk 
of  the  RAC’s  budget  is  focused  on  its  two  largest  markets,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Japan.  In 
the  United  Kingdom,  RAC  targets  three  audiences:  homemakers,  to  increase  usage;  new 
generation  users,  for  snacking  and  baking;  and  the  trade,  to  keep  them  informed  of  marketing 
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activities.  In  Japan,  consumers  are  targeted  through  television  ads  and  PR  campaigns  to 
encourage  cooking  and  snacking  with  raisins.  While  institutions  and  bakeries  are  targeted 
through  cooking  seminars  and  baking  contests.
